This is not 
a Government of law at all, but one of high 
discretion. Because some men arc gnilty, 
all men lose guarantees of life, liberty and 
property. All right; we are a great people. 
Other people have had Govcrumeats, and so 
must w ; other people have bad histories, and 
so must w e. The people of Israel wanted a 
King, to follow the ftshion of other nations, 
and they got one. 

There have been times in all nations when 
these monstrous powers were claimed; and 
the logicians demonstrated the Justice and 
propriety of it; and zealous partisans felt re- 
joiced at the progress of their age in the march 
of improvement. It is idle to reason with 
these men. They have more logic than they 
know what to do with. We have no doubt 
they could take any clause of the Federal 
Constitution, and prove anything that might 
be needed. Give me doctrines, and I will find 
a^uim-nts, said an old argufier. These days 
there is a call for new doctrines, to mpport 
what "military necessity" reqaires, and these 
new doclrineB ara easily invented. Once 
started, and arguments can be made out of the 
Constitution.

He drops the plea of military necessity, and 
goes back to the Constitution, and by hard 
logic makes out the power of Congress to 
do it. 

Congress can do anything convenient and 
nectt*.iry to cany out any expressly granted 
power, provided tbe means used are not ex- 
pressly forbidden by the Constitution. 

The logic runs smoothly. The rebellion ex 
ists only' la the slave State*. It started nnd is 
supported in tbe Interests of slavery. The 
protection of properly in slaves was the ex- 
euae for the rebellion. The interest in slavery 
and the support it gives rebels keeps the re- 
bellion altvs.

Encouragement of Industry. 

Alexander Fraz^r Tytler^rofessor of His- 
tory in the University of Edinburgh, in his 
elements of history, published many years ago, 
thus sums up tbe elements of the national 

prosperity of the Empire since the reign o' 
Henry VIII: 

"The vast increase of the national wealth e-f 
Britain, appears chiefly, first, from the In- 
crease of population, which is supposed to at 
nearly five to one. at least in the barge cities, 
since the rei^n of Elizibeth; second, from the 
great addition made to the cultivated lands of 
the kingdom, and the high improvement of 
agriculture sincti that period, whence more 
than quadruple the quantity of food is pro- 
duced; third, from the increase of the com 
mercial shi ppirg. at least six fold within the 
same time; fourth, from the comparative low 
rate of interrxt, which is d( monstrative of the 
increase of wealth. * * From general 
industry arises afflaeuce, Joined to a spirit of 
independence; and on Urit tpirit rt*U the 
freedom of the British Constitution, and all 
the blessings which are enjoyed under its 
protection." 

How came England to be mistress of the 
world, is a question of immense import to all 
those nations that would compete witn her. 
The early statesmen and capitalists of a little 
island, not naturally very productive, so man- 
aged their trade and industry as to make Lon- 
don the center of the commerce of the world. 
How was tLls done? The close reader of 
commercial history, which must be culled 
here and there from the history of kings, 
queens, and politics, may gain some light up- 
on the matter. The great point with them 
was the encouragement of industry and the 
industrial arts. The manufacture of textile 
fibrica was early considered the most import- 
ant. These were convenient for trade with all 
nations, and long ago it entered into the heads 
of the ruling classes of England that it was 
their gieai mission to furnish clothing for all 
the world. They must have attached immense 
importance to domestic Industry when, in the 
reign of Henry II, Parliament passed a law by 
which all cloth made from foreign wool was 
condemned to be burnt, and when the weav 
ers of Loudon were incorporated with special 
privileges over other artisans. The same spirit 
led English statesmen in the reign ol Hen- 
ry VII to cause English agents to search 
in foreign countries for persons skilled in tbe 
manufacturing arts, and establish them, with 
special favors and privileges, iu various towns 
in England It did not require a greater 
acutcne&s of intellect for an English ruler to 
discover that, 6ince the value of wool wao in- 
creased four-fold by manufacluring it into 
cloth, the exports of the clolh rather than the 
wool gave them a great advantage in their 
trade witn the othir nations, than it would for 
an American to discover that, by manu- 
facturing one hundred millions in value of raw 
cctton before shipment, our exports must be 
increased about two hundred millions. Hav. 
jng proceeded thus far, it did not take the 
English long to discover that a vast increase 
of nstional wealth was the sure result of giv- 
ing the people profitable employment. With 
incresss of manufactures eame increase of 
♦ r9de with other countites, and by being care- 
ful to sell mnch more than they bought, moeey 
soon beet ate abundant, and cor s*quentiy in- 
kftVtal on abMCJ 1 >w. This last feature, a low 
rale af intne-f for the use of money, had a 
most salutary « fleet upon manufactures'. True, 
men would go iato speculations, and some 
times become bankrupt. These speculations 
were generally of the manuf icturlng kind, and 
what was a less to tlu m was a gain to the 
public. 

Many seem to tblnk it belter for this rouu- 
try to wait until the people become so poor 
and wretched that th<'j wilt l>? willing i Q 
work for almost nothing, when manufaciurcs 
may be . ntered upon successfully. We have 
no sympathy whatever with this view. We 
wouli rather such apoli:y were inaugurat- 
ed as to prevent, if poisible, such a state of 
things as ex ; stn in many European countries 
in t^is rrspeci. Wc may certainly encourage 
industry without b- icg guilty of many of the 
follies of European governments by which 
the mas6'.sarc brought to the verge of pauper- 
ism. 

f3IF"Tbe amount ol Government currency 
on which no interest is piid is just about four 
hundred millions. Tbus tome twculy-five 
millions of dollars are saved annually in the 
way of interest. — [Exchange. 

Well, if the four hundred millions now be- 
ing received for bonds by Jay Cooke had re- 
mained in the hand6 of tbe people, twenty five 
millions more would have been saved; if the 
three huudred mil ions now behig received 
from the bank rj v. bo arc getting up the Na- 
tional Banks all oyer tbe country had remain- 
ed in their hands, eighteen millions more 
could have been saved, and the bankers could 
have leaned out their greenbacks to the peo- 
ple. In this case, however, the bankers would 
have received but six to ten per cent., while 
now the people have to be taxed eighteen 
millions to enable the banks to get from 
twelve lo fifteen per cent, for their money, 
and all under the false pretext of reducing the 
circulation to a heal by standard! 

But this calculation of saving i6 based on 
six per cent, interest, when, in reality, the in- 
terest is about nine per cent., considering the 
price of gold when the loans were taken. This 
would make the amount now needlessly ex- 
pended for interest, and which ought to have 
been saved, about sixty millions of dollars. 

An excuse — a mere pretext for this gross 
mismanagement of cur finances — is that a 
bonding of the currency was necessary to pre. 
vent an inflation of the enrrency, that there 
might not be an excess of money among the 
people. Y>"ho i6 to know how much currency 
is enough? Who will assume that a certain 
amount is too little, and that a certain other 
amount is too mu.h? It is not dilli-ult to 
determine that a few hundred millionc loaned 
to the people may prod ace mischie'; but who 
is able to determine (or the people how much 
they may buy with laj plies which they may 
have to sell to the Government without pro- 
ducing injury? Then, what would be 
the injury? The firet effect would be to re- 
duce the rate of interest. But this, in place 
of being an ii jury, would be the greatest 
benefit to the people generally that could be 
devised. This country has suffered more 
financial injury for the want of 
in 

Europe, thau from all other commercial lm 
pediments put together. The bankers and 
monej -lenders would mike less by having a 
lower rate of interest, and it is more than 
pi obable that they would send up a howl of 
suffering; but, if they were to consider

tied to iti a certificate tint they are absent from th ir 
posts or commands by proper and competent authors . 

"Any offic.r of the Coruafouni in LouUvili twenty- 
four hoars after the publication of this order, ; nd my 
one coming there afterwards, wi hott» proper "Utliority. 
will be *ent to their commands in arrest, a\d charge* foe 
dUobedteace of order* and absence withou. Iea»e wiU 
be prefcred against them 

"No officer has authority to orderor permit «ny of hi* 
command to go beyond the limit* of his own j iri* li • 
tion. When the I terests of the service requir- an offi- 
cer or soldier to go beyond the limits of the command 1 1 
which he ■ serving, the commandmz officer will apply, 
through his superior commanding officer*, to the officer 
competent to pive the necessary order*, or irrint the de- 
sired permission, for such order* or permission. 

"If, however, any exigency should arise requiring an 
officer to be sent beyond th' Ju Udictio i of his cora- 
manoing officer without awaiting the tim neces*ary to 
get the required authority, the commanding officer will 
i-sue the necessary order*, and send lmm dl it ly to 
these headstaaiiers a statement of the case, giving thj 
rea-ons for tno necessity, and his orders in the ca*e."
